Of. Wendell Willkie 


Please Republicans 


Out in Elwood, Indiana, where 
he was born and educated, Wen- 
dell Willkie, the Republican Pres- 
idential candidate was officially 
notified of his nomination, by the 
committee named by the recent 
national convention. His accept- 
ance speech, broadcasted over all 
systems, was listened to by many 
in this town, especially local Re- 
publican officials and from one 
and all comes words of earnest ap- 
proval. Already Willkie stickers 
and Willkie buttons have made 
their appearance, but the supply 
was soon exhausted. More are 
expected soon and they will be

mittee. A very good photegraphic 
reproduction of the likeness of 
Mr. Willkie was distributed with 
the Boston Herald of last Tues- 
day, with the result that the edi- 
tion was entirely sold out at the 
newsstands here. In his address at 
Elwood, Mr. Willkie issued some 
very interesting statements, which 
we quote: 

“We are here today to 
represent a sacred cause—the 
preservation of American de- 
mocracy. 

“Obviously, I cannot lead this 
cause alone. I need the help of 
every American — Republican, 
Democrat or Independent—Jew, 
Catholic, or Protestant—people of 
every color, creed, and race. Party 
lines are down. Nothing could 
make that clearer than the nomin- 
ation by the Republicans of a 
liberal Democrat who changed his 
party affiliation because he found 
democracy in the Republican 


party and not in the New Deal 


party. 

Mr. Willkie compared the peace 
of America with the conditions in 
war-torn Europe, and defined his 
foreign policy by saying: 

“No man is so wise as to fore- 


see what the future holds or to 
lay out a plan for it. No man can 
guarantee to maintain peace. 
Peace is not something that a 
nation can achieve by itself. It 
also depends on what some other 
country does. It is neither prac- 
tical, nor desirable, to adopt a 
foreign program committing the 
United States to future action un- 
der unknown circumstances. 

“The best that we can do is to 
decide what principle shall guide 
us. 

“For me, that principle can be 
simply defined: 

“Im the foreign policy of 
the United States, as in its 
domestic policy, | would do 
everything to defend Ameri- 
can democracy and I would 
refrain from doing anything 
that would injure it. 


“We must not permit our emo- 
tions—our sympathies or hatreds 
to move us from that fixed prin- 
ciple. 

. I promige, by returning 
to those ‘same American principles 
that overcame German autocracy 
onee before, both in business and

Wonderful Exhibits 


The setting was perfect for the 
flower show of the Northfield Gar- 
den club at the Chateau of the 
Northfield hotel on Wednesday 
and Thursday. The weather was 
ideal and all that could be hoped 
for, bringing out a large attend- 
ance, Never before has such a 
tine collection of flowers, plants, 
shrubs and ferns been displayed. 
The various committees named by 
the club, did effective service and 
all was in readiness Wednesday 
morning at 10:30 o’clock for the 
judges, who were Prof. Arnold M. 
Davis of State college, Mrs. Geo.

New Form For Aliens 
Ready At Post Office 


Postmaster Skilton of the East 
Northfield postoffice announces 
that he has a supply of alien reg- 
istration appNcations from the 
department of justice, and are 
now available to any alien resi- 
dent over 14 years of age who 
may call for them. These applica- 
tions are to be taken home by the 
applicant to be filled out and re- 
turned by the applicant in person 
to the East Northfield post office. 

Registration of aliens was re- 
cently ordered by law and failure 
to comply makes the offending 
alien liable to a severe penalty. 

Applicants 14 years of age and 
over will be fingerprinted at the 
time of registering. Alien children 
under 14 years of age will be 
registered through their parents 
or guardians but will not be fing- 
erprinted until they reach their 
14th birthday. 

Any information desired by the 
alien applicant can be obtained at 
the postoffice.

Roman Catholic, 19,14,987; Jew- 
ish, 4,641,184; Negro Baptists, 
8,782,464; Methodist Episcopal 
church, 3,509,763; Southern Bap- 
tist convention, 2,700,155; Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, South, 
2,061,683; Presbyterian church in 
the United States, 1,797,927; 
Protestant Episcopal church, 1,- 
735,335; Northern Baptist conven- 
tion, 1,320,044; United Lutheran 
church in America, 1,286,612; 
Disciples of Christ, 1,196,815; 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod, 1,- 
192,653; and Congregational and 
Christian churches, 976,388.
